Appreciate receiving SGT - really good to read of some of the old boys. My first 
"wireless" watch was performed on board the British Elder & Fyffe "banana-boat" 
ss "PATIA", call signal GDCY, in 1924. 

I was born in Hull, Yorkshire, England in 1908...that would make me a tender age 
of 16 when I signed-on the "PATIA"! The senior W/O on the "PATIA" gave me no 
mercy - an liverish old "Scrooge" if ever there was one! The rig on board was, of 
course, spark xmtr and crystal recvr; it was the Marconi 1 1/2 KW Rotary Disc 
Assynchronous Spark Set, plus the Marconi 10" Induction Coil Emergency Set, and 
the Marconi 31-A Carborundum & Steel Marine Receiver - our antenna was 492' of 
large gauge copper-&-steel stranded wire stretched between the ship's masts. That 
was not all, Got wot! - we also had a Bellini-Tosi Radio Direction Finder, which I was 
told not to touch, on pain of death, by my Scrooge! It was from this ship that I made 
my very first on-the-air transmission - I sent our "TR" to GKZ (Grimsby Radio coast 
station) with Scrooge looking over my shoulder and myself drenched in nervous 
sweat!! What a moment, Ha?? 

Many, many moons later, after a number of years with Tropical Radio and the 
United Fruit Co, I became a US citizen, got my FCC license (that was some struggle 
so many years from the books), joined the R.O.U. and sailed 3rd Operator on board 
the Delta Lines passenger ship "DEL MAR" (KFVZ) on the New Orleans-Caribbean- 
S. America "run". It's difficult for me to believe, but I sailed on the "DEL MAR" for 
nearly 16 years, for the last few years as Chief Opr - it was 3-man ship, carrying 120 
crew and 125 cruise-passengers. Actually, the best job I ever had, hi! 

While sailing on the "DEL MAR" in 1955 I became a "HAM" - a new ship's doctor 
came on board with a Collins rig and I was "hooked"! I regret I waited so long to 
enter the ham world. Right now, with my XYL suffering the early stages of 
Alzheimers my ham rig is a Godsent out-let for me! I'm taking care of the XYL 
myself at home at present and have become the Lord-of-the-Galley, housekeeper 
and what have you!! No great problem as yet - we manage quite well, really. Ethel is 
90 and I am 87, hi! Never thought I'd live so long!! 

The "DELMAR was sent to Taiwan for scrap in 1968, I think it was, but meanwhile 
I had been assigned to the ss "Delta Mexico" (WHIX), a brandnew cargo-liner, which 
turned out to be my last ship - I retired from her in 1979 and dropped anchor in Gretna, 
LA! 

The XYL and I have attended a number of OOTC luncheons in the New Orleans 
area but recently, although they call me, I haven't been able to join the fellows for

8AIV - TAKEN -NOV 1, 1921 - REMEMBER THE 'SPARK FOREVER' DAYS? 


Licensee was Chas Fertick 8AIB (SK), Clinton Petry 8AWN (SK), Allen Apple 8CNL 
(K4ILX (SK) and Robert Baird 83CWR (W9ONN). On the floor beneath the CW set was 
the Spark Xmitter consisting of a 40000 volt "Coffin" transformer, Benwood rotary 
gap turned by a 1/4 HP motor, 40 plate-glass sections immersed in oil for condenser. 
The 2 OT transformers were wound with 2” copper strips. 


Antenna was 60 ft high with a fan-type feed line coming down at one end. Our ground 
system was an acre of buried copper ribbon from old Dayton street-car field coils. 
With over 5 amps going up to the antenna, we had a night-time corona effect of 3 feet 
at the ends. Best Spark DX was a United Fruit boat off Brazil in late 21. Boat used the 
call of "DZ".....took til 1952 to confirm this when WONN worked VP1AA Belieze 
who told us he was the operator! 


CW was a pair of 50 watt RCA. White board above was criss-crossed with resistance 
wire to drop filament voltage. A 48 chemical rectifier for plate voltage. Antenna 
matching done by adjusting clips on the big inductance coil. 


Homemade receiver used 2 variometers and a vario coupler, two-filament detector tube 
(audiotron) and 2 VT2 amplifier tubes. Note the long handle antenna changeover 
arrangement. A variable condenser on the table was in the receiver line. 110-220 AC.

frequencies. 

On August 1, 1993 at 0001 GMT NMF/NIK ceased to monitor the International 
distress frequency on 500 kHz. Safety at sea now will be taken over by the Global 
Maritime Distress Safety System(GMDSS.) ; 

GMDSS is not supposed to go into full effect until February 1999, and CW is to be 
used in case of emergencies.
